James A. Pugh 
Leader Here 


tor Years, Dies 


(Picture on back page.) 

James A. Pugh, former Chicago busi- 
ness man, yachtsman, and politician, 
died of heart disease last night at his 
home at Eastman Springe, near Ben- 
ton Harbor, Mich., where he had lived 
for eight years. He had been under 
the care of a physician since the death 
of Mrs. Pugh eight months ago and 
for more than a week his illness had 
been acute. He was 60 years old. 

Commodore Jim,“ as he is known 
to many Chicagoans, had been prom- 
inent in sporting and political affairs 
in Chicago for many years prior to his 
removal to Michigan. Fifteen years 
ago, while president of the Pugh Ter- 
minal and Warehouse company and 
the Chicago Lighterage company, he 
led a movement for constructing a pri- 
vate harbor north 6f the mouth of the 
Chicago river. 

Headed Chain Stores. 

Later Mr. Pugh headed the Pugh 
Stores company, a $20,000,000 corpora- 
tion. This concern, which operated a 
chain of department stores in middle 
western cities, fought off petitions for 
receiverships in 1917. Finally Mr. 
Pugh assigned leaseholds under which 
the company control passed to Fred- 
erick J. Hillman of Springfield, Mass. 

Fred Lundin, the politician, was 
associated with Mr. Pugh in business 
for some years. It was Mr. Pugh and 
Lundin who launched the mayoralty 
campaign of William Hale Thompson 
in 1915 and put him into office. Soon 
afterward Lundin withdrew from the 
Pugh concerns. Mr. Pugh parted 
political company with Luna'n and 
Thompson during the latter's first 
term as mayor. When he was a can- 
didate for reélection in 1919, Mr. Pugh 
declared he should be defeated. 

At Eastman Springs Mr. Pugh 
headed the Eastman Springs Bever- 
age company, which for a time oper- 
ated a huge factory, but which had 
not. been active for several months 
preceding his death. ;

One of the girls, Jeanette Carter, 
daughter of Dr. Thomas A. Carter, 856 
Barry avenue, stood up facing Phalen 
racross a crowd of onlookers and 
firmly declared it to be her opinion 
that he was the man whom she saw 
commit the murder. 


Others Exonerate Phalen. 

All the other witnesses Who testified 
at the inquest, conducted by Deputy 
Coroner Peter Granata at Donaghue’s 
undertaking rooms, 2168 North Cali- 
fornia avenue, were positive in their 
statements that Phalen was not the 
man, and that he Was entirely inno- 
cent, as he has practically convinced 
the police. 

But the police held Phalen in cus- 
tody last night, and were determined 
to discover before they free him 
whether he is a victim of a. singular 
case of mistaken identity. 

Phalen is a son of William J. Pha- 
len, 1807 Asbury avenue, Evanston, 
district manager for the Buffalo Bolt 
company.

Laziness Is Peril 
to Nation’s Health, 
Educators Are Told 


Laziness and forgetfulness of the 
fact that man is an animal is going 
to do some fearsome and interesting 
things to the American people, a race 
of city dwellers, in the next hundred 
years unless man changes his ways. 

That's the warning that Dr., Claire 
E. Turner, associate professor. of bi- 
ology and public health at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, yes- 
terday gave at the fourth annual 
health” education conference at the 
University of Chicago. 

Man's still an animal, but he's try- 
ing to live like a god,“ said Dr. Turner. 
“We sit still all day, move lazily to 
work , mornings and evenings and ex- 
pect our bedies to adapt themselves 
in one ‘generation to the change from 


the active, robust life of primitive com- 


munities. 

Not to make gupermen, but to keep 
the health of the race up to the stand- 
ards of our grandfathers, is the prob- 
lem. We must learn how to live 
under modern conditions where cities 
are increasing all the time and where 
even on the farm machinery is taking 
away all physical effort. And man 
needs physical effort, wholesome food 
and air to be a good healthy animal. 

“We don’t get really hungry any 
more and in cities we eat not by judge 
ment but by sight—the prettiest dishes 
in the restaurant tempt us; and we 
don't eat the wholesome food we 
should. Games and sports must come 
as the salvation of the, city popula -
